XIII. Thus much might ſerve for reply tothe 
Examiner, eſpecially upon the fift-reaſon which I

late dayes,being made ſubject (which they were nor 
before) toall remporall lawes, ſuits, arreſts, exccuti- 
ons,impriſonments,impolitions, taxes, charges, and 
ſubſidies; it is but reaſonable that the Clergy ſhould 
have ſome of their _ tribe in place of judicatu 6

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and office, to ſec the inferiour members defended, 
and faire carriage ſhewed to them. Ariſtorleſgith {iþ,

vcr arecitizens in'a Commonwealth, meaning'ipry. 
perly citizens,and of the better ſort, (not-labourers, 
porters, ſtrangers, or aliens) they ought to have 
voyce and ſuffrage, and tobe capable of ry awe 
and office, it they ſhall be found worthy and fitfor ir, 
by any excellent parts of learning, knowledge and 
wildome. Wherein the Clergy have ſome opportu- 
nity to excell others, and often doegoe beyond' the 
ordinary ſort of men thatare not bred upin learning, 
Arts, and SCicnces. 

And as Sr Fraxcis Bacon obſerves,out of theanci- 
ent Roman law, thete belongs to every ſubje& cer- 
raine common rights and priviledges, which cannot 
betaken from any of them. 1. {ws civitats.. 2+ Ins 
connuby, 3. Ius ſuffragti. 4. Ins petitionis , Or Tut 
Honorum, Thele toure ordinary rights and free. 
domes, are by the cuſtomes and originall principles 
of humane ſocicties due to all citizens oft quality; 
fuch as cver the Clergy have been eſteemed, and 
ſtill ought to be, if men will profeſſe themſelvesto 
betrue Chriſtians indeed,and ro honour the meffen. 
gcrs and Embaſſadours of our SaviourChriſt, whom 
he hath appointed to inſtru and governe his 
Churchand people. The Pope deprived his Clergy 
of the two former rights,by accounting them ſepa- 
rate and exempt from the common lawes ofall king- 
doines, 
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domes, and forbidding marriage to them. And now 
our zcalous' profeſſours would deprive our Clergy 
of therwo later priviledges;theright of voyce, and 
ſuffrage inall principall bufinefſes : and the right of 
hogour and office, whereof they would make them 
uncapable, and render them baſe ,and equall only to 
the inferiour- multitude, and ſcumme of the pco- 
ple, 
XV. TIfthe Clergy might now enjoy thoſe an. . 
cient priviledges, which are mentionedim ſcripture, 
as-Geneſ. 47. 'of Phaynoh; who ih thetime of famirie 
and great extreamity ſpared the Prieſts lands, and al- 
lowed them their portion , (od that they ſold not their 
lands,then men might ealke of applying their ſtudies 
and meddling withnis conimon or worldly bifines. 
Artaxerxes the Perfian king,” (EX#4. 7. 24.) come 
manded,that for all the Priefts and Levites and Mi.

For the Diviſion of the Courts, andthe 
ercion of the Ecclcfiaſticall to fit by themſelves, 
underthe Biſhop and Archdeacon, it appeares by 
the Charter of King Willkam to the Deane and 
Chapter of Lincolne. And alchough-it be ſeat in the 
direRtion by name to them only,yet it ſeems, it grew 
afterwards to bea generall law , no. otherwile then 
the ſtatute of circumſpecte a7ats that hath a ſpeciall 
reference only to the Biſhop of Norwich : as Mt 
Selden relateth,in his hiſtory of Tithes. cap. 14. 9.1. 
in his Ianws.lib.2.9.,14.and in his vetted Eaamer pag.

How they had 
power in their Courts,to excomunicate, and further 
by the helpe of the King,and the Sheriffe ,to proceed 
againſt ſtubborne oftendors and ſuch asoppoled, or 
contemned their anthorityzſfo that here is the preſent 
praciſe and law confirmed, by many hundred 
YCares CONINuance.

Lord chiefe Iuſtice of all England, who for his 
authority and power , was a greater Officer both 
of State and Juſtice, then any in theſe laſt A- 
gcs ,cver ſince that Office was diminiſhed by King 
E4.1. and moſt of thoſe great Iuſtices were Biſhops, 
till at length thePope forbad it. 
XX[III. But the Courts being now divided in 
the kingdome many hundred yeares, the Ancient 
manner is forgottenand unknowne, ſave only to the 
learned,and the ſcarres ofthe Norman Conquelt are 
{o overgrowne,that few men are ſenſible , what re. 
liques of ſlavery doe ſtill remaine upon us, by chan- 
ging theorder of the Courts, the language of the 
law, ingreat part, with other things that I will not 
now mention. But being ſo ſetled by the Conqueror, 
and continued by his ſucceſſours, the Temporall 
Courts in proceſſe oftime, grew too powerfull for 
the Ecclefiaſticall , and by their Injunctions and 
prohibitions ſtopt many proceedings, eſpecially af- 
ter the Councell of Clarexdon.under Hen. 2, Where» 
in the power of the Clergy was much abated, And 
all Ecclefiaſticall Turiſdition ſocruſhed that it con- 
tinued lame ever after: althoughthe Clergy by ap 
peales 
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ales to Rome,did oftentimes help themlelves,and 
much moleſt their adverſaries. Ar length under 
Hen.$. upon his breach with the Pope, the Eccleſi- 
aſticall Iuriſdition was much abridged and reſtrai. 
ncdin very many particulars , and reduced toa nar- 
row compaſle, becoming much more ſubje& and 
obnoxious to the Injunions, orders , and prohi- 
bitions of all the Temporall Courts,that now I mar. 
vell that any ſhould complaine, or envy at their 
power or greatnes,there being no cauſe of any value, 
or moment but by one order or other,isdrawnefrom 
them to the Temporall Courts. And now at laſt 
there want not ſome,that would have all Ecclefiaſti- 
call Authority and Iuriſdiction , either wholy ſup- 
preſſed from the firſt Court to the laſt, or atleaſt ſo 
abared, mingled , or changed that what forme, or 
torce of government ſhall be left cemaining , ſeems 
very uncertaine, Bur if Presbyteries and ſuch like 
conſiſtories of the forraigneand-new fangled devi. 
ling were erected, there will follow great confuſion 
and diſorder tothe infinite diſturbance of peace and 
quictneſſe inthe kingdome, by alteration of ſo many 
lawes and cuſtomes,and of the common law it ſelfe, 
whereby the kingdome hath been governed ſo ma- 
ny yeares , and ſetled in peace, and all mens eſtates 
and lands held:in certaine poſſeſſion. For ſuch great 
and univerſall changes -as will follow uponthe diffo. 
lution of the Hierarchy ,andtaking away their votes 
in Parliament , and other eminent parts of govern- 


ment, will praduce ſuch ill events, and troubleſome 
| | | diſtracti-- 
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diſtrsRions,as will not be pacified within the com: 
paſſe ofany mans lite now in being. ---- Which þ 
heartily pray God toprevent,and by his good ſpirit 
ſoto dire and bleſlethe endeavours and counſells 
ofthe ſupreame Court of Inſtice , now aſſembled, 
that all our feares and doubts may bee quiered , and 
the voice of peace and truth reſtored to our dwel. 
lings. 

FR whatTI have formerly ſaid , touchin 
the uniting of the Ecclcfiaſticall and Temporall 
Courts,may ſeem ſtrangeto many,l defire not to bee 
miſtaken,as if I perſwaded any innovation or change 
of (etled lawes, and Courts of Iuſtice. Which would 
bc a thing of dangerous conſequence , that no wiſe 
man will adviſe, bur leave all tothe wiſdome of ſu. 

_ periours,to whom properly it belongs. Only I will 
adde a few lines touching the auncient forme and 
manner of governmentinthe Empire , after tharthe 
Emperoursbecame Chriſtians from whom *tis like. 
ly, the example was taken both among us , andin 0» 
ther kingdomes. 

XXV. Touching the diviſion of the Courts

minſter,&c. where being fatned, he began to quack too loud y*anditoo 
often, and flutter too much, or too little;till at 1zſt he was Coop dup,and 
his black and white wings pinion'd ill he was growne tameandheld 
fitting for uſc and ſervice : This Lincoln-ſhire Duck thus held at length 
. fit for flight, and ſtrongly opinion'd, boaſted like the Decoy Duck unto 
his fecder, thatif orice he was ieted to flic abroad, he had that Skill | 
and knowledge in all parts and fenny Countries and ſea-coglts, creeks, 
Ponds, Marſhes, and Rivers, and {> much as the very Rivilet from 
from the Sce of Romwe,Gc.: So having like a Decoy Duck, got his break - 
faſt, and liberty in a ſerene calmetime, intended to bring Praiſe and 
Leui to himſelfe, or hee with other of the ſame feathered Foules un» 
to him.

foureſcore Horſe, and only thirty Muskettiers, paſſed 
thither, when hee came ———

ſofaſt: iwithif\ halfe a mile wee heard anarcA2e 
women, andcrying out of children, , we liked notthar: 
Sir Richard cauſcd his Trumpets to ſound, his Horſeand 
Muskets to order,and thus they all crying couragecoun- 
treymen, a Grinfie/d, a Grinfild : we cameto the gates, 
which by reaſon of thegreat confuſtonia the Towne, 
were not opened ſcarce withing —_ ofanhoure. 

Being entred, they found the Enemy to haveentred 
inthe Low Towne thorough the water, betweene twe 
buts of wall; ſome forty were entred, and ſcirmiſhing 
with the Townes men: the reſt to the number of fix 
hundred, were paſſing the foord a maine; when they ſaw 
ourtrumpets and ſuch a number of freſh horſe inthar 
equipage, and the ſhot plainely increaſed, they in the 
-paſſage retired with all ſpeed they could make, ints 
the wood and bog, ſome Two miles above the River, 
never ſtaying for their tellowes in the Towne, who 
wereallſlaine tothe number of tourty fiveg nine Bandon 
men were cither flaine or dangerouſly hurt: Thus was 
that pretty Towne. happily relieved, but all other 
newes 1s nor of this nature, I wiſhit were. 

Townes of greater importance aze taken, that way 
wee had ſuſtained ſome harme, had not Sir Si- 
mon ſo wiſely conſidered the Rebels advantage, ( ha- 
-ving-not onely the ſtrand , but divers high and bro- 
ken ſandy bancks behind him ſhocked with bis ſupplies) 
and cauſed his Infantery upon the falling back of his 
horſe to come up anckle ; wa in water in one whole 
body and to powrc in ſuch a volley of ſhot into the 
Rebels grofle, that they dropped wonderfully, neither
